Grove Lnnd & Timber Company No. 1. 
and actually began drilling prepara- 
tory to a deep test for oil. 


The well is located 170 feet north of

side almost every town are becoming 
a social problem, if conditions reveal- 
ed in a recent survey by the sociology

University are at all typical. . 


The SMU survey shows that in 


"tourist camps" surrounding Dallas, 
Texas, nearly 75 per cent of the pat- 
rons arc not tourists at all, but local 
couples who occupy the cabins for 
only an hour or two and then give 
place to others. 
: 


The investigators found 
that one 


cabin was rented 16 times in one day; 
another was rented 11 times. 


They found many proprietors 
otj 


such camps who were quite frank iri 
admitting that the "couple trade" was 
the mainstay of their business. Some); 
admitted they actually discouraged the 
use of their 
camps by bonn fide 


tourists. 


Tourists stay all night or longer, thus 


tying up a cabin that might in the 
same period be rented several times 
to the "couple trade." 


Shows Changed Attitude

Such camps are almost always locat- 
ed outside city limits, and thus be- 
yond the supervision of city police or 
other authorities. The cabins general- 
ly arc unconditionally available to 
anyone who has the price.

Hound Leaps to Death

MADRID, Spain —(/P)—Enraged by 


the mascacre of 1,500 government host- 
ages in Badajoz, 20,000 loyalist troops 
battled rebel forces in a bloody "bat- 
tle of extermination" all along the 
rebel blockade on the Portugal border 
Monday night. 


No quarter was asked or given by 


either side, the government hurled 
bayonetted legions against the stub- 
bornly fighting rebel defenders. 


In Portugal reports came across the 


border that the rebel massacre of the 
captured loyalist defenders of Badajoz 
was continuing. 


Fifteen hundred have been herded 


against a wall and shot down, a Portu- 
guese newspaper correspondent wrote, 
with many hundreds of others in pris- 
ons, awaiting the sealing of their death 
warrants by victorious rebel military 
tribunals. 


Cut Off Water Supply 


At Burgos, the rebel nothern strong- 


hold, Gen. Francisco Franco, leader of 
the insurgents, was said to have decid- 
ed to tighten the rebel lines around 
Madrid in hope of cutting off the capi- 
tal's water supply and forcing the de- 
fenders into surrender. 


It was reported that at a conference 


of Franco and his subalterns it was de- 
cided to smash the enemy's resistance 
along the Bay of 
Biscay, 
striving 


meanwhile to foment internal revolt 
within Madrid. It was hoped thus to 
bring about the fall of the city with- 
out air and land bombardments and 
without heavy loss of life. 


Suffer Many Handicaps 


The government cabinet met and 


heard Premier Giral Pereira declare 
that the nation was in for "a long and 
difficult war." 


"Our advances have been slow," he 


said. "This, does not mean, of course, 
that our optimism lacks justification." 


German and French neuartlity co- 


operation gained fresh impetus Mon- 
day night with favorable action re- 
ported toward the proposal for a ''Pan- 
American," arbitration of the Spanish 
situation. 


In Northern Oviedo, many were kill- 


ed in fighting, although Premier Per- 
eira denied a report that loyalist min- 
ers and rebel defenders were embat- 
tled within the city. 


Madrid was troubled by reports that 


the demands of government Commun- 
ists for "brutal, violent action," hud 
caused tile government army to fear 
that its aviators would desert if sent 
into battle. 


Early in the revolt, many fliers went 


off to battle and joined the insurgents. 
Only one or two planes at a time are 
being sent aloft now. It was said that 
if this fear of desertion were dissipat- 
ed, the end of the revolt 
could be

Next, the doctor finds out the con- 


'dition of health of the ancestors and 
relatives as a means of determining 
diseases which may "run Jn ^he fam- 
ily." The doctor seeks to Team, wheth- 
er, among these relatives, there are. 


cases of nervousness, nervous break- 
down, mental disturbance or defect, 
insanity, fainting spells, convulsions 
or fits, cases of drug addiction or 
heavy drinking, incidence _of suicides, 
or such diseases as tuberculosis, dia- 
betes, asthma, blindness, or deafness j 
early in life. 


These questions are raised because 


the conditions concerned may have 


• some bearing on the occurrence of 
hereditary complaints. 


The doctor then looks for symptoms 


arousing suspicions of diseases which 
may be involved in inability of a wo- 
man to have children. All these may 
have an hereditary character. 


He then inquires as to the presence j 


of any nervous troubles, including 
mental disturbances, fits of crying and i 
periods of depression, morbid fears, 
such as the fear of traffic,, height, of 
open or closed spaces, of 
thunder- j 


storms, of animals or disease. 
j 


The final question concerns the per- | 


son's knowledge of the relationships j 
between the sexes, so that suitable ex- 
planations may be made when there 
is insufficient understanding of these 
relationships by either of the pros- 
p'ective partners. 


Following such a study, a complete 


physical examination is made to de- 
termine the presence of abnormalities, 
tumors, or similar disturbances. 


Unquestionably, such a physical and 


mental .examination before marriage 
would do a great deal to clear up dif- 
ficulties which ^occur afterward, and 
perhaps ;al'so; would help to cut down | 
the increasing; rate of divorce, which • 
is a feature of our modem eiviliza- ! 
tion.

child's own doctor knows his history, 
his tendencies and inheritance. It nev- 
er hurts to get his opinion. And some- 
time, before school opens I think it 
wise to do this, if possible.

fied myself that they could take the / 
strain of blackboard and books. And 
ears rank astonishingly high, too, in 
the causes given for low grades and 
perplexity in school work.

HE moon g-ets big and yellow, these Au- 


gust, nights, and as it drifts above the 


silent fields it shines down as a token-of a 
new harvest—a sign that once again man 
has pitted his strength against the stub- 
born earth and forced it to give him of its 
plenty. 


But the harvest-moon has looked down 


on other things than ripening grain and 
burdened fruit trees. 
The human race 


reaped another kind of harvest,-some 22 
years ago, and almost died of it-;- and- we 
never again can come to this mouth of 
August without remembering it as the 
most fateful of anniversaries. 


The World war began 22 years ago this 


month. It was a war to enthrone democ- 
racy and it left us a new kind of autocracy ; 
it was a war to end war. and it left us 
wondering just how and where the next 
war will begin. 


We cannot let the anniversary pass

T was proper that the World war should 
begin in August. That is the month 


when men reap what they have sown; and 
if ever there was a harvest that came di- 
rectly and logically from what had been 
planted, it was the harvest of August., 
1914. 


For the world before 1914 was the kind 


of world which, in the last analysis, al- 
ways puts its trust in force. Beneath its 
tine phrases about civilization, friendship, 
and harmony, there was always the as- 
sumption that in the end the man. the 


group, or the nation with the most muscle 
would come out on top. 
'The'plain lesson of modern science, tri- 
umphant over distance—that the human 
race is a unit which must act as a unit to 
survive—was blandly ignored. 


And so the harvest moon of 1914 looked 


down upon an earth which shook with the 
thud of guns and the rolling tramp of 
moving armies. The blind savagery of the 
dark ages returned to warfare. What we 
know as civilization, built from the blood 
and toil and dreams of endless centuries, 
came close to utter collapse.

But can any thinking man 
fail to demand, with all the strength that 
is in him, that the civilized world make one 
final, desperate effort to find the way to 
peace and harmony, regardless of the cost? 


There will be a harvest moon next yea)1, 


and the next, and the next; and what will 
they look down upon? A quiet and drowsy 
earth, with swelling fields lyinir silent, 
waiting for the sickle—or an earth made 
hideous with the sight and sound of broth- 
ers at one another's throats?

with 
which 
Labor's Non-Partisan 


League delegates greeted the predic- 
tion that they were on the way to- 
ward formation of a liberal party 
quite evidently caused John L. Lewis 
to draw a tighter rein upon th» move- | 
ment. 


The league was formed for the most 


part of followers of the United Mine 
workers chief in hfs break with the 
American Federation of Labor. Their 
immediate purpose is to swing as much 
as possible of the labor movement be- 
hind President Roosevelt. 


George L. Betry, head of the league 


and New Deal coordinator for indus- 
trial cooperation, assured delegates at 
their recent 
convention 
that 
they 


would "have a share in the establish- 
ment of a liberal party in 1940." 


Lewis Soft Pedals 


That was a longer step than had 


been taken by 
any 
leader of the 


league. There has been talk of the 
league acting as tho nucleus of » new 
party alignment, but never before had 
it been committed to it. 


Indeed it ?e,cmed a step longer than 


Lewis wished to take. When it came 
his turn to speak, he calmly explained 
in his deliberate, phase-making style 
that the first step was to re-elect Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. Then would be time 
enough to consider what part in the 
politics of 1940 would be taken by the 
league. It appeared to be a part of 
his strategy to prevent the movement 
taking on the appearance of a one- 
man build up. 


There are those in the league who 


already talk freely 
of 
Lewis as a 


presidential candidate in 1940 at the 
head of a liberal party movement that 
would include farmers, labor and what 
they term "liberal minds" arraigned 
against, the "big corporations" and the 
"Wall street bankers." 


They argue that Lewis is a powerful 


figure in the labor movement whoso 
views are well known throughout the 
country, and whose association with 
President Roosevelt might give him 
at least the semblance of an "heir ap- 
parent." 


To Seek New Laws 


What thought has been given to such 


a prospect by Lewis can only be sur- 
mised. He has announced as his num- 
ber one aim the improving of condi- 
tions for labor. Through politics he 
hopes to progress faster than in the 
past. 


Conceding that he may have let his 


mind dwell on the presidential idea, 
has he measured 
the obstacles he 


would confront? It is possible the 
American voter would be as disturbed 
by a candidate so obviously drawn 
from factional labor ranks as by 
candidate drawn drectly from what 
Lews terms the "Wall street bankers?'

Stlcl 
symptoms sometimes suggest a serld 
parasitic disease, but very likely Ihe 
trouble is lack of moisture, perhaps 
combines with low soil fertility. 


A great many shade trees and abrubs 


around residences are planted on shal- 
low soil which has small capacity for 
absorbing and holding water. Con* 
sequently such plantings suffer sever- 
ely during hot, dry weather. 


Water can best be provided by dig- 


ging a shallow ditch a short distance 
from the tree or shrub and applying 
it slowly enough so that it is all taken 
up by tho soil, V. H. Young, depart- 
ment of plant pathology.

states. A mulch of straw, rotted ma- 
nure, or sphagnum moss will some- 
times help to hold moisture. 


The condition of the trees or shrubs 


can often be gradually improved by 
removing poor top soil and replacing 
with good soil, by digging manure into 
the soil, or by judicious applications 
of commercial fertilizer. 


The best preventive of drouth in- 


jury is to set trees and shrubs in deep, 
loamy soil, being careful that large 
rocks or imprevious layers of clay or 
ihale are not lying directly beneath 
he roots.

The use to be made of the fabric 


after it is dyed may determine the 
kind of dye used and the color fastness 
necessary. 


Samples can be tested at home for 


for fastness to light and washing. Sew 
a piece of the undyed material to the 
back of the dyed sample and then 
wash, noting whether or not the col- 
or "bleeds."
